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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response and election with traverse in the reply filed on 5/02/2005 is 
acknowledged. However, the last office action was based on original set of claims. 

Claims 1-16 are presently pending (preliminary amendment dated 7/17/2003) and subject 
to restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-10 and 13, drawn to a drug composition comprising freeze-dried or 
frozen microparticles from blood cells and/or tissues, classified in class 514, 
subclass 2 1 , for example. 

II. Claim 11,14 and 15, drawn to a process for promoting bone tissue regeneration 
by applying a drug composition comprising freeze-dried or frozen microparticles 
from blood cells and/or tissues and a biocompatible material, classified in class 
424, subclass 9.1, for example. 

III. Claim 12 and 16, drawn to a method for accelerating osteoclast cell growth by 
administering an aqueous suspension of virus inactivated microparticles derived 
from blood cells and/or tissues derived microparticles, classified class 435, 
subclass 408, for example. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
The methods of Group II and Group IE are distinct because they require applications of 
different compositions as claimed and because they appear to encompass different systems for 
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applications such as in vivo system for regeneration of bone tissues and in vitro system for 
acceleration of osteoclast cell grow as claimed. 

Invention I and inventions II and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of using that 
product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case a drug composition with frozen microparticles 
derived from blood cells can be used for shortening bleeding time, for example: George et al. 
(IDS reference. Blood. 1986. Vol. 68, No.l, pp 307-309). Or, a drug composition with aqueous 
suspension of microparticles derived from blood cells can be used for stimulating growth of 
smooth muscle cells, for example: Weber et al. (IDS reference. Thrombosis Research. 2000. 
98:461-466). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for one group is not required for the other groups, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
